Hanador Chakiaberty, a Hindoo phys- 
ician and Dr. Ernest Sckunner, 34, 
described as a German, were arrested 
today on charges of conspiring to set 
up a military expedition against a 
foreign country on friendly relations 
with the United States. The police 
say the men confessed that they plot- 
ted under direction of wolf von Igel 
to invade India by way of China. Von 
Igel, indicted but never 
tried 
for 


complicity in an alleged 
plot to 


destroy the Welland canal, is with 
Count von Bernstorff former German 
ambassador to the United States, who 
is approaching Copenhagen on the 
steamer Frederik VIIJ. 


Prom Von Igel, according to the 


police, Dr. Chakiaberty and Sckunner 
who have been suspected for some 
time, received $60,000, the Hindoo 
posing as a Persian merchant, obtain- 
ed a passport which enabled him to 
get to Berlin. In this connection an 
additional charge of fraudulently ob- 
taining a passport has been 
made 


against the physician. 
Dr. Chakiaberty, according to the 


alleged confession, revealed his plans 
of an invasion, of India to certain of- 
ficials in Berlin and then returned to 
New York where ,he and 
Von Igel 


prepared literature printed 
in var- 


ious native India languages. 
In the 


house in West 20th Street where the 
two men were arrested 
today 
the 


police seized large quantities of liter- 
ature and found a complete chemical 
laboratory. 
After the literature was prepared 


according to the police, Dr. Chakia- 
berty and Skunner employed as their 
agent an influential Chinaman whom 
they seat to his native country with 
the idea of interesting his 
govern- 


ment in a plan to ship arms and am- 
munition from the United States to 
China where with the Chinese gov- 
ernment's permission they were to be 
stored until the-time set for the in- 
vasion.

The police said the two men de- 


clared they had heard nothing from 
their 
Chinese 
representative 
and 


didn't know what success, if any, he 
had 
, In the laboratory Skunner was en- 
deavoring, according to the police, to 
compound a preparation to be used 
"to disguise contraband of war. The 
character of this preparation he re- 
fuse d to disclose.

HORN MUST STAND TRIAL 


FOR CARRYING DYNAMITE

Washington, March 
6.—"Warner 


Horn, the German reservist lieuten- 
ant who dynamited the internation- 
al bridge near Vanceboro, Maine, in 
1915. today lost his habeas corpus 
suit in the supreme court in which 
he sought to avoid being tried at 
Boston for alleged transportation of 
explosives on passenger trains.

the war against the central powers 
only a few years had elapsed since 
that memorable time when she, in 
union with other states, began to lay 
the foundation at The Hague 
for 


modern naval war law. Soon after- 
ward the British government had as- 
sembled in Holland representatives 
of the great sea powers in order to 
consolidate the further work of The 
Hague conference, especially in the 
sense or a just arrangement between 
interested belligerents and neutrals. 
These efforts aimed at nothing less 
than the mutual 
establishment of 


principles 01 right which even in war 
times should embody the principles 
of freedom of the seas and the safe- 
guarding of the interests 
of neu- 
trals. 


"Neutrals were not to "enjoy these 


benefits for long. 
Hardly nad tne 


United Kingdom decided to partici- 
pate in the war when, almost at once 
it began to break down the barriers 
which the principles of international 
law had erected. While the central 
powers, m the very beginning of the 
war, 
had declared that they would 


observe the declaration of London, 
which also bore the signature of the 
British representative, Great Britain 
threw overboard some of its impor- 
tant provisions. 
In an endeavor to 


cut off the central powers from sup- 
plies from overseas 
she enlarged, 


step by step, the list of contraband 
until nothing was missing in the list 
of things which today men want for 
their subsistence. 


"Then Great Britain 
proclaimed 


a 
blockade 
of 
the 
coasts 
ot 


the North sea, which form also an 
important commerce route for Aus 
tro-Hungarians, in order to preven 
goods which were still missing in the 
list of contraband from entering Ger- 
many and in order to prenvent all sea 
traffic by neutrals to those coasts as 
well as all exports through neutrals 
That this blockade was in flagrani 
contradiction 
to 
the 
customary 


principles of the riglit of blockades 
as established by international agree- 
ments, was explicitly declared by the 
president of the 
United States of 


America in words which will continue 
to live in the history of international 
law."

"By the illegal prevention of ex- 


ports from the central powers, Grea 
Britain 
aimed at paralyzing the 


countless the countless factories and 
works which the industrial and high- 
ly developed peoples of 
Centra 


Europe had created and by forcing 
workmen to be idle, to incite them to 
rebellion. 


"When Austria-Hungary's south- 


ern neighbor joined the enemies o: 
the central powers his first act was 
to declare as blockaded all coasts ol 
the enemy, following of course 
the 


example of his allies in ignoring al 
the legal rights in the 
creation 01 


which Italy had taken an active part 
a short time before. 
Austria-Hun- 


gary did not neglect to inform neu- 
tral powers at once that the blockade 
was not legal. 


"For more than 
two years 
the 


Central Powers hesitated. Only then 
and after long and careful consider- 
ation of pros and cons, did they begin 
to return like for like and attackec 
the enemy on the sea. As the only 
ones of the belligerents who had done 
everything to .secure the existing 
treaties which were to guarantee 
neutrals the freedom of the seas thev 
felt with pained hearts the law of 
the hour which commanded them to 
violate this freedom. But they took 
this step to fulfill 
the paramount 


duty toward their peoples and from 
the conviction that it would help the 
principle of the freedom of the seas 
to be victorious. The proclamations 
which they issued last January are 
apparently directed against the rights 
of neutrals. In reality they serve to- 
wards the restoration of these rights, 
which their enemies have incessantly 
violated and which, if they were vic- 
torious, they would destroy forever. 
This the submarines which are cruis- 
ing around the English 
coast 
an- 


nounce to people which ne'ed the sea 
—and what people does 
not want 


coast?—that the day is not far off 
when the flags of all states, in the 
glory of their newly won freedom, 
can freely fly over the seas. 


"We cherish the hope that this an- 


nouncement will find an echo every- 
where -where neutral peoples Jive and 
that 31 will especially be understood 
by the great people of the United 
Stales whose n:o?t illustrious repre- 
sentative has during the war defend- 
•d with flaming words th-p freedom of 
be M»as as the highway of all nations 


"If the people and government of 


tlif rnilfd Slates k-eep in mind that 
ibc blockade proclaimed 
"by 
Great 


Britain is not only incut to wear 
down 1he Central powers by starva- 
lion but aims at subjecting the seas 
to h<r rule, an order lo establish in 
ibis manner her tyranny over all na- 
tions, while on the other hand the 
blockade of England and her allies 
only serve lo make these powers in- 
cline towards pf-are with" honor and 
o cnaranlre to all nations of the free- 
dom of Tfl tiaffic and sen "Commerce 
and thereby a st-mred existence, then 
the finf-ition wnxh of the two parties 
has Iho rights on its side is already 
decided. Though thr Central Powers 
have no desire in this war to beg for 
allk-s, they yet believe that they will 


be entitled to look to neutrals lo >\r>-} 
predate their efforts to rovlso in the 
interest of all principles of interna- 
tional law equal rights of nations. 


"In replying now to tho question 


put in the American note of February 
18, 
the 
Austro-Hungarian govern- 


ment firstly remarks that in the ex- 
change of notes referring to the cases 
of the Ancona and the Persia it re- 
stricted itself to defining its attitude 
to concrete tiuostioiiK which individ- 
ually arose, without laying down its 
fundamental legal conception. 
But 


in its note of October ill. 1915 reter- 
ring to the Ancona case, it reserved 
to itself the right to bring up for dis- 
cussion at a later date different in- 
ternational questions which arise in 
connection with submarine warfare. 
If it.now refers to this reservation 
and now briefly discusses the ques- 
tion of sinking enemy vessels, 
to 


which that note refers, it is guided 
by the desire to show the American 
government that it now as heretofore 
strictly adheres to the assurance al- 
ready given and endeavors by clear- 
ing up that important question aris- 
ing from submarine warfare, because 
it touched the laws of humanity, to 
avoid misunderstandings between the 
monarchy and the American Union. 


"Above all the Austro-Hungarian 


government desires to emphasize that 
it is also its opinion the thesis set up 
by the American government, whreh 
also is represented in various learned 
records, that enemy merchantmen, 
apart from cases of attempted flight 
and resistance, must not be destroyed 
without precaution being taken for 
the safety of the persons aboard, 
forms so" to say the kernel of 
the 


whole subject. Regarded from a high- 
er standpoint, this thesis can of 
course be ranked in "a further sug- 
gestive connection and from 
that 


view it domain of application can be 
marked out mor£ exactly. 
"j-rom the 
laws 
ol 
Humanity 


which the Austro-Hungarian govern- 
ment and the Washington cabinet 
take in the same manner as judging 
the lines, the more ~ general princi- 
ple can be derived that when execut- 
ing the right of destroying enemy 
fmerchantmeu the loss 
of 
human 


life should as far 
as 
possible be 


avoided. 
To this principle the bel- 


ligerents can only do justice by issu- 
ing warning before 
exercising the 


right. 
Therein he can choose the 


way which the aforementioned thesis 
of the American government indi- 
cates, according to which the com- 
mander of the war vessel himself 
gives warning so that the crew and 
passengers could bring 
themselves 


into safety in the last moment, or 
the government of belligerent states 
fan, if this is recognized as an inev- 
itable necessity of war, issue warn- 
ing of full effect also before the de- 
parture of the vessel which is to be 
sunk; or finally, it can, if it estab- 
lished extensive measures 
against 


enemy sea trade, employ a general 
warning for all enemy 
vessels 
in 


question. 
"That the principle according to 


which care must be taken for the 
safety of the persons aboard under- 
goes exceptions the American gov- 
ernment itself recognized. But the 
Austro-Hungarian government 
be- 


lieves that destruction without warn- 
ing is admissable not only when a 
vessel flees or offers resistance. 
It 


appears-—to mention only one exam- 
ple—that the character of the ves- 
sel itself also must be taken 
into 


consideration. 
Merchantmen 
or 


other private vessels which carry a 
military garrison or arms aboard in 
order to commit hostile acts of any 
kind, may, according to -valid right, 
be destroyed without hesitation. 


"The 
Austro-Hungarian govern- 


ment need not call attention to the 
fact that the belligerent is relased of 
all consideration of human life if his 
opponent sinks enemy merchantmen 
without previous warning. 
In the 


course of the entire 
war 
Austro- 


Hungarian war vessels 
have 
not 


sunk one enemy merchantman with- 
out previous, if only- general, warn- 
ing. 


"In the spirit of what previously 


said the regulation that, warning 
must be given to a ship which is to 
be sunk 
undergoes exceptions of 


various kinds, under certain circum- 
stances; as for instance, as men- 
tioned by the American government 
in cases of flight 
and 
resistance, 


when vessels may be destroyed with- 
out warning; while in other cases 
warning before the departure of a 
vessel is necessary. 


The 
Austro-Hungarian 
govern- 


ment can therefore state, what atti- 
tude so ever the Washington cabinet 
may take in regard 
to individual 


questions raised here, that is. as es- 
pecially regards protection of neu- 
trals 
against 
endangering 
their 


lives, is essentially in accord with 
the American government. 
But it 


was not only satisfied to put into ef- 
fect in the course of this war 
the 


conception represented by her. but 
beyond that it also accommodated 
its attitude with painful care to the 
thesis set 
up by the 
Washington 


cabinet, and would feel inclined to 
support it in its endeavor to secure 
American citizens against dangers at 
sea, which endeavor its supports by 
the warmest philanthropy and by in- 
structing and warning those 
en- 


trusted with it. 


"* * * neutrals were warned in 


time against entrusting their per- 
sons and property to armed vessels. 
The issued measure was not put in 
force at once, but a period of grace 
was given in order lo enable neutrals 
lo leave armed vessels which they 
had already boarded. Finally, Aus- 
iro-Hungarian 
war vessels 
them- 


selves have been instructed even in 
the rase of 
encountering 
armed 


enemy merchantmen, if, in view of! 
the circumstances it is possible to 
issne a warning and take care of 
J!he rescne of passengers. 


•"Summarizing, the 
Anslro-Hun- 
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garian government can state that the 
assurance given to the Washington 
cabinet in the 
Ancona case 
and 


which has been 
renewed 
in 
the 


Persia case has neither been abol- 
ished nor restricted by its declara- 
tion of Feb. 10, 1916, and January 
31, 1917. Within this assaurance it 
will also in the future, united with 
its allies do everything so that the 
peoples on earth will soon partici- 
pate in the blessings of peace." 


"If in the prosecution of .this aim, 


which, as is well known finds full 
sympathy in the Washington cabi- 
net, it sees ^tself obliged to prevent 
neutral sea traffic 
in certain 
sea 


areas, m justification of this mea- 
sure it will point not so much at the 
attitude of the enemy, which it con- 
siders not at all worthy of imitation, 
but it will point out that Austria- 
Hungary by reason of the obstinacy 
and malignity of her enemies, who 
intend her destruction, 
has

placed in a state of self defense than 
which history knows no more typical 
example. 


"As the Austro-Hungarian gov- 


ernment finds inspiration in the con- 
sciousness that 
the 
fight 
which 


Austria-Hungary is waging 
serves 


not only for maintenance of its vital 
interests but. also for realization of 
the equal rights of all states, it lays 
the greatest stress in this last and 
most severe 
period of 
the war, 


which, as it deeply 
deplores, de- 


mands sacrifices also from friends, 
on the confirmation by 
word 
and 


deed that the principle of humanity 
guides it, in the same manner as the 
law of respect of the interests 
of 


neutral peoples."

ordinance through as the first one 
was defeated upon a reconsideration 
engineered by Sylvester Beadle. 


Last meeting an ordinance fath- 


ered by Harvey Alexander council- 
man-at-large was read for the first 
time, and last night came up for its 
second reading. A motion was made 
and carried immediately to table it, 
and this one became a piece of dead 
legislation. 
Another ordinance had 


earlier been read for the first time 
fixing the number and salaries in 
the police department, the principal 
feature of which being a cut of $15 
per month in the chief's salary. 
Under miscellaneous business last 


night Safety Director Bigbee 
ad- 


dressed council attempting to show-

oter. The bill seeks to place depu- 
state supervisors of elections and 
he chief clerks on a straight salary 
asis instead of allowing them com- 
ensation according to the number of 
recinct*. In counties haviner a pop- 
ulation of 300,000 or more the sup- 
ervisors would receive $3,500 and 
the chief olerk 
$4,500 a year: in 


counties haying a population of 150,- 
000, supervisors. $2,700 ;chief clerk, 
$3,200; in counties having a popula- 
tion of 50,000 supervisors, $1,200, 
chief clerk, $1,800; in counties hav-
